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THE lUMMIllA MAIIAKAVYA 

OF NAYACHANDEA SURI. 


Dr. Biihler, in his Introduction to the Vikranidnht Charitra 
(p. 2), mentions the Uammiramanlano, oi’ “ The destruction of 
Ilammira,” as an historical Sanskrit poem that was o.ttant some 
ninety years ago in the Jain library at Jesalmir. I have recently 
obtained a work, written in the Jain character, styled The Ilam- 
mira Malidhdvija^ which, notwithstanding the ditference of the 
title, I presume is a copy of the same work as that which was 
once in the Jesalmir Sarasvati Bhandar, since it ends with the 
death of H a m m i r a and a lamentation over the event. Colonel 
Tod, indeed, mentions in his BdjastMn a Ilammira Kdvya and a 
Ilammira lidsd, both composed, he says, by S a r a h g a d h a r a, 
^idiom he makes the bard of H amm i r a C h o h a n of R a n a t h a rh- 
b h 6 r. W e have the authority of Sarahgadhara himself for 
stating that he was not contemporary with H a m m i r a C h o h a n 
of Ranathambhor, and that his grandfather, R a g h u n a t h a, was 
that prince’s Guru or spiritual teacher. S a r a ii g a d h a r a in his 
ati, and G a d a d h ar a in his Easilca Jivan, under the head 
of “ anonymous,” quote some verses relating to H a m m 1 r a that 
have no place in the present Kdvya, Appayya Dlkshita, 
also, in his Kimlayduianda^ cites a verse as an instance of the 
Ahramdtmyoldl Alaiiikdra of which the subject is Hammira, 
and which is not to be found in the work of our author. This 
shows that there must be some other poem in Sanskrit bearing 
the name of Ilammira Kdvya ; but it may be doubted whether it 
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has any reference to the history of the hero of our poem. 
Colonel Tod does not inform us in what language the Haiti mini 
Kdvya and the Hammira lldsd were written, though ho says he 
possessed both, and mostly translated with the assistance of 
his Jain Guru. He does not attempt anything like a connected 
narrative of H a m m i r a. Indeed, what he says incidentally of 
Ilammira does not at all relate to any one individual of that name, 
but is a jumble of anecdotes relating to several distinct personages 
bearing the same name. 

I obtained the Hammii'a Mahdkdvya through Mr. Govinda 
Siistri Nirantar of Nasik, who got it from a friend of his. 

The colophon reads — “ The present copy was made for the 
purpose of reading by Nayahaiiisa, a pupil of Jayasimha Suri, at 
Firuzpur,*in the month of Sravana of the Saihvat year 1542” 
(a.c. 149G). Possibly this was made from the poet’s original 
copy, and, as such, possesses an interest of its own. 

Nayachandra Suri’s work, as a poetical composition, 
has considerable merits, and deserves publication as a specimen 
of the historical poems so rarely met with in the range of Sanskrit 
literature. Though the author did not live, like B a n a and 
Bilhana, in the reign of the hero whose history he celebrates, 
yet his work is not of less historical importance than theirs. 
The information that the poems of Baiia and Bilhana contain 
has been made accessible to English readers through the 
labours of two eminent European Sanskritists. The present 
attempt to place the English reader in possession of the historical 
information contained in the Ilammira Kdvya will, I presume, be 
acceptable to those who are interested in the advancement of our 
knowledge of Indian history. 

Following the custom of other writers in Sanskrit, who have 
attempted historical compositions, our author devotes the greater 
part of one entire chapter, the fourteenth and last, to an account 
of his lineage, and the reasons that led to the production of his 



work. Part oF tliis will bear reproduction here in an Pnglisb 
(li'oss : — 

“Hail, Krisliiia Gaclilia, who gladdened the whole earth, the 
beauty of whose person was like that of a blooming bunch oF 
the Navajdtl flower, and whose praises were celebrated by 
crowds of learned men, who might well be compared to so many 
black humming-bees ; — he whose feet were ever borne on the 
crowns of the followers of the Jain religion ! 

“ In the circle of the Suris, whose actions are the homes of 
wonders, in time, J a y a s i ih h a S ii r i was born, who was the 
crowning ornament of the wise ; who easily vanquished in dispu- 
tation >5 a r a h g a, who was the leading poet among those who 
were able to write poetical compositions in six languages, and who 
was honest among the most honest ; who wrote thrcc’works, — 
(1) Nydya SdraiiJid, (2) A New G3\aramar, (o) A Poem on Kumara 
Nripati, — and who hence became known as the chief of those who 
knew the three sciences of logic, grammar, and poesy. 

“ To the lotus-like Gadi ofJayasimha, Nayachandra 
is like the life-giving sun ; who is the essence oF the knowledge 
of the sciences, who is the exciting moon to the sea of the races 
o^ the poets. This poet, his spirits raised to the height of the 
subject by a revelation imparted to him in a dream by the king 
Hammir a himself, has composed this poem,^ which is gratify- 
ing to the assembly of the kings, and in which the heroic (ra5f7) 
is developed. 

“ The author in lineal descent is the grandson of J a y a s i rh h a 
S u r i, the great poet, but in that of poesy his son. 

“ Let not good readers take into much account the faults of 
expression that I may have fallen into. How can I, who am of

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mean capacity, escape stepping into that path which even poets 
like Kalidasa^ were not able to avoid ? But a poem that is replete 
with good matter loses none of its value for a few common- 
places of expression.” 

The poem begins, as is usual with Sanskrit authors, with invo- 
cations addressed to several deities, and the author has been at 
the pains of making the invocations seem applicable to both the 
Hindu gods and some of the Tirthahkaras of the Jainas. This 
procedure calls for remark. N a y a c h a n d r a S u r i, as his 
name implies, is a Jain by persuasion, and his seeming to invoke 
blessings at the hands of the most prominent members of the 
orthodox Hindu pantheon is to be explained either by tlic freedom 
of thought so characteristic of the age in which the autlior lived, 
when the harrow and bigoted intolerance even of the Muslim had 
begun to appreciate the beauties of the allegorical language of the 
Hindu popular religion, or by the sti*ong desire of writing dvriijadh/i 
(‘having two meanings’) verses, with which the author seems 
possessed/'^

^ Probably everybody has heard of the Rdgli^va Pandaviya Kdcya, every 
lino of which can be so construed as to apply to either Kama or the Pantlavas, 
at the option of the reader. I have recently been shown a Kavya called the SfiptH' 
Sandhdn MahulCLvya, by Mcgha Vijaya Gani, a learned Jain of recent times, 
every verse of which can be made to apply alike to Rama, Krishna, and Jinendva. 

In the present K(Xuya the first sloka of the Nandi is addressed to the 
Paranjyotis — ‘the divine flame,’ — a manifestation of the divine being in whom 
both Hindus and Jainas, especially the Kevali Jainas, believe. The second .''•hdtO/ 
is addressed to Nabbibhu, v/hich may mean the Bramha of the Hindus, or the son 
■of N^bhi (Rishabha Deva), the first Tirthankara of the Jainas. The third is 
addressed to Sri Pririva, whom the Hindus may take for Vishnu, the Jainas for Sr? 
PArsvanaiha, the 23rd Tirthankara. The 4th sloka is addressed to Sankara 
Viravibhu, which may mean either Mahadeva or Mahavira, the 24th Jain Tirthah- 
kara. The fifth verse js addressed to BhAsvAu Sasanti, who may either stand 
for the Sun, or SAntl, the iGtli Jain Tirthankara. The sixth is addressed to 
Samudra Janman, which may be either the Moon, or Neminath, son of Saraudra, 
the 22ud Jain Tirthankara. 
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Tlic hero of the poem is H a m ra Ira C h o Ii a ii of R a ii a s- 
t h a m 1) h a p u r a (R a ii a t h a m b li 6 r), a name celebrated in 
Hindi song. Hammira is diio of those later heroes of India 
who measured their swords with the Muhammadan conquerors 
and fell in the defence of their independence. Even tlie history 
of the conquered is not without interest. The man who liglds 
against hope, — fights because he thinks it his duty to do so, — who 
vseorns to bow his neck before the oppressor, because he tliiuks 
such a course opposed to the ways of his ancient house, deserves 
our sympathy and our admiration. Hammira is such a 
character. The poet places him on a par with M a h d li a ta, 
Y u d h i s h t h i r a, and R a m a. This is poetical exaggeration, 
but we have no mean measure of praise in the following verses ; 
and the grounds of eminence mentioned are some of the proudest 
that a Rjgput can cherish, and a rigid maintenance of which 
singles out the race of the S i s o d y a s of U d a y a p u r and the 
II a r a s of K o t a and B u h d i as the noblest among the 
chivalry of Rajasthan : —

Born in the noble house of the C h o h a n s, to whom, as Tod 
observes, “ the palm of bravery amongst the Rajput races must bo 
assigned,” H a m m i r a tried to uphold the independence of his race 
and to make its usages respected, and was for a time preeminently 
successful in his wars against his enemies. Some of these were 
undertaken to protect those who had sought refuge with him 
(saranci), and so far were disinterested. Indeed, he fell in a war 
undertaken to protect a Mongol nobleman who had fled to him from 
the tyrannj- of ’A 1 a u’d-d i n. “ In the third year of the reign of 
’Alau’d-din, a nobleman whom he had disgraced took refuge with 
Hammira, the Chohrin prince of Ranathanibh6r,^iic of the strongest 
forts in India. ’A la u’d-d in demanded the deliiKpient of the 
!? 



Hindu monarch, ^ho nobly replied that the sun would sooner nsc 
in the west, and Sumeru be levelled with the earth, than he would 
break his plighted faith to the unfortunate refugee. The siege of 
Ranathambhbr was immediately commenced, and the fort 
wus at length captured, but the heroic Hammira fell in its defence ; 
and the females of his family, determining not to survive him, 
perished on the funeral pile.’’ This history of Hammira supplies 
some information which the sentimental and enthasiastic annalist 
of RAjasthrin would have gladly interwoven into the pages of his 
work, and which sheds fresh light on the eventful period in which 
the hero lived. 

The Ucmmira Maluilidvya is divided into fourteen cantos, of 
which the first four arc concerned with the hero’s ancestors, — the 
Chohans, many of whom were paramount lords of India. ‘ The 
empire belongs to the Chohun’ is an admitted Indian historical 
fiction, and the mere mention of the names of the old kings, many 
of whom were the lords paramount of India, accompanied as it 
is with much poetical nonsense, carries our knowledge of them 
a step further than the researches of Colonels Wilford and Tod. 

The narrative is, all through, very uneven. The genealogy of 
the C h 0 h a n s, as given in the first three chapters, though with 
some more names than are to be found in Tod’s list, cannot* bo 
regarded as satisfactory. The author really knew nothing about 
the more ancient kings of the race ; the names are simply brought 
in to give him opportunities of displaying his power for poetical 
conceits, and thus the accounts of the princes about whom he had 
no historical information are filled with fanciful conceptions, in 
which some of the natural phenomena are explained with admir- 
able contempt of the teachings of the ‘‘proud philosophy” o^ 
Nature. From P r i t h v i r a j a C h o h a n to the death of Ham- 
mira the narrative is fairly historic ; but the author now and then, 
even here, relapsesL into rhapsody which amounts to a confession 
of his ignorance of the historical facts of the reign in hand. 
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Cantos V.-Vn. oftlie poem arc taken up, according to the 
rules of Sanskrit epic poetry, with descriptions of the seasons^ and 
the sports and festivities in which Hanimira engaged. These 
cantos, as not possessing any historical value, may be ignored in 
this precis of the poem. I pass over a long lecture also on NUi- 
sdstra which Jaitrasingh, the lather of Hammira, is mado to deliver 
to Hammira. Chand gives a similar dissertation on grammar in 
his Prithvirdja Hdsau. 

With these introductory remarks, I come to the Pnrmfja 
Viiramnam, i. e., the account of the ancestry of H a m mi r a. 
and, in order to give some faint idea of the author’s style of writing, 
I shall, in the following, attempt some sort of translation of the 
first few reigns. The style throughout is so ornate, inllated, and 
redundant, and the tendency of the author to punning is so per- 
sistent, that a longer translation is as difficult as the task would 
be tedious : — 

“ Once upon a time, Brahma wandered in search of a holy 
place where to hold a sacrifice. The lotus which he held in his 
hand fell on the ground, as if unable to bear the superior beauty 
of the lotus-like palm of the god. The god from this circumstance 
regarded the spot where the lotus fell as an auspicious one, and 
there, freed from anxiety, commenced the sacrifice. Anticipating 
persecution from tlicD an ava s, the god remembered the thousand- 
rayed one (the Sun), when a being, his face surrounded lij a halo of 
radiance, came down from the orb of the sun. Him, the destroyer, 
Brahma appointed to the work of protecting the sacrifice. 

I. “ From that day the place where the lotus fell has been 
called P u s h k a r a, and he who came down from the sun the 

C h o h a n.'^ Having obtained the paramount power from the

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foiiv-lhcod Grcritfft', he ruled over the heads of the hiugs, as Ins 
ancestor the sun rules over the heads of the mountains. Bali, 
moitihed at seeing the g^ory of his charity eclipsed by the greater 
chiirity of this king, has hidden himself in the nether world; 
fur wliat else could a man aUlictcd with shame do ? The moon, 
talvcn to task this prince for attempting to rival his glory, 
every month hides himself, through fear, in the sun’s disk, and 
comes out as if desirous of propitiating the offended king by 
presenting him with the brilliant orb. The fire of the king’s 
valour has so burnt the gardens of the fame of his enemies, that 
tlio smoke issuing from the conflagration, ascending into the 
atmosphere, has to this day left its mark in the blue sky. The 
b cs ha nag a, when he heard of the fame of this prince, was 
tempted to nod approval, hut, fearing that the earth resting on 
his hoods miglit ho tliercby convulsed with pain, refrained from 
giving vray to tlie generous impulse. Angry that his son should 
rival him in glory, tlio king’ deprived the occru of his wealth of 
gravity. Arc not sometimes fathers made to suffer for the faults 
of their sens ? By the name of C h o h a n, this princo became 
the shoot of the family tree, served by the poets ; famous in tho 
three worlds ; the bearer in abundanoc of human pearls. In this 
family rose many a monarch surrounded by a halo of glory, 
whose lives, beautified with the triple acquisition,^ are able to 
destroy mountains of sins. 

11. V fi s u d c v a. — “ In process of time D 1 k s h i ta V a s u d c v a 
was born, who conquered tho world by his valour ; who seemed the 
very incarnation of Y fi s u d c v a come down to this earth for the 
destruction of the demon S ak fi s. He whetted his sword, blunt 
with striking down the heads of his enemies, in the fire of liis 
valour, and then cooled the steel in the water of the teai*s "ushiim 
from the eyes of tho wives of his enemies. The goddess of victory, 
as if enamoured of*this prince, shone in his hand in the battlc-

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fiold ill tlie disguise of his sword red with the lf?ood of the nocks 
of his enemies that ho had severed. In the field of battle, while 
the martial bands were playing, and the gods in the heavens 
viewing the performance, the king caused the goddess of victory 
to dance in tlie guise of his quivering sword. Docs not the 
sun, surpassed by this prince in brilliancy, drown himself in the 
deep, and — alas ! for the pain of dying — come every day above the 
waters in his struggles?” 

III. N a r a d c V a. — ‘‘ V a s u d c va begat N a r a d e v a, fit to 
be praised by Drahma himself ; the delight of the eyes of women — 
his body surpassing in beauty that of Cupid himself. When 'the 
king went out into the world, the other chiefs, to protect their 
possessions, did not take the sword out of its sheath, Imt only took 
wealth from their coffers. In the battlefield his arms, bearing the 
brilliant white sword, bore the beauties of the Eastern Mountain, 
destroying the freshness of the lotuses of the faces of his enemies. 
It is but natural that the fire of the king’s valour should have 
burnt down the forests of iniquity, but it is strange that the same 
fire should have filled his enemies with cold shakings. ]\rcthlnks 
the sun, with his progeny, in token of submission, had fixed his 
abode in the toe-nails of this prince.” 

fV. ‘‘Ch an-draraja by his fame and the beauty of his 
countenance, achieving a double conquest over the moon, vindi- 
cated the appropriate significance of his name, which means 
‘Lord of the moon.’ Strange was the power of the fire of liis 
valour, for it burnt bright in the enemy in whom the stream of 
bravery flowed, while it was extinguished in that enemy who was 
destitute of this stream,” &c. 

The above paragraphs may suffice to show the style of fulsome 
eulogy used by the poet in disposing of those princes of whom he 
had no historical information to give. The same similes occur 
again and again, and often the language is stif£and artificial. 

I subjoin a list of the C h o h a n princes up to H a m m i r a as

As observed before, up to the time of Prithviraja, the last 
great Chohan, the poem is made up mostly of poetical bombast, 
in wliich, at intervals, a grain of historical mattet may bo

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foiind concealed under busIieJs of poetical clialj. ft is therefore 
useless to give a further analysis of this part of the poem. J 
begin with S o ra e s v a r a, the father of Prithvi Rajn. 

After the death of G a u g a d c v a, wdio was brave like Bhislima 
of old, Somes vara became king, lie was married to 
Iv a r p u r a Dev i, who gave birtli to a sou as the cast gives birth 
to tlie cold-rayed beautiful disk of the moon. This sou svas named 
P r i t h V i r a j a by the king his father. Day by day the cliifl 
throve, and grew up a strong and healthy boy. After lie had 
•acquired proriciency in letters and arras, S o m e s v a r a in si ailed 
him on the and himself retiring into the w'oods died in the 
practice of the yoija. As the eastern momitaiii shines beauLifiil I)y 
the rays that it receives from the author of day, so did P r i i h- 
vi raj a shine in the royal insignia obtained fi'om his father. 

\V hilo P r i t h v i r a j a wms ruling over his siibjeci s wdlh j usiice, 
and keeping his cnomios in terror, Shahrd)uM-din w'as vigorously 
trying to subjugate tlie earth. The kings of the West, sufleLlng 
greatly at his hands, cliosc 6 r i C h a n d r a r a j a, son of G o v i n- 
tl a r a j a, as their spokesman, and in a body came to P r i t h v i- 
V a j a . A ft cr the customary presents had been o ffered , the suppl i ant 
kings seated themselves in tlie presence of P r i t h v i r fi j a, 'wdio, 
seeing the settled gloom of their countenances, asked the reason of 
their sorrow. C h a n d r ar A j a replied to him that a Muhammad- 
an named Shahabn’d dm had arisen for the destruction of kings, 
and that lie had pillaged and burnt most of their ciiies, defiled 
their wmmen, and reduced them altogether to a miserable plight. 
'kSiro,” said he, “there is scarei^ly a niountaui-pent valley in the 
country but is filled to suffocation witli Rajputs who have lied 
* thither for protection from his tyranny. A Rajput lias lint to 
appear belore him in aimis, when at once ho is transferred to 
Yama’s gloomy realm. Methinks S li a h a b u’d-d in is Par a- 
s u r a m a come down to this eartli again for tl^e extirpation of the 
warrior caste. The people are so panic-stricken that they abstain 
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from rest, and, lot knowing from what quarter he may appear, 
circumspectly raise their eyes in every direction. The noblest 
of the Rajput families have disappeared before him, and he has 
now established his capital at M u 1 1 a n. The Rajas now como 
to seek the protection' of your Majesty against this unrelenting 
enemy and his causeless persecution.” 

Prithviraja wais filled with anger when he heard this 
account of the misdeeds of Shahabu’d-dm, his hand was raised to 
his moustache by the vehemence of his feelings, and he declared 
to the assembled princes that he would force this Shahabii’d-diii 
to beg their pardon on his knees with his hands and feet heavily 
manacled and fettered, else he were no true Chohan. 

After some days, Prithviraja, with an efficient army, set 
out for i\[ u 1 1 a n, and after several marches entered into the 
enemy’s country. Shahabu’d-dm, when he heard of the king’s 
approach, also advanced to encounter him. In the battle wliiqh 
ensued, Prithviraja took Shah;lbu’d-din captive, and was 
thus enabled to fulfil his vow : for ho obliged the haughty 
Muhammadan on his knees to ask forgiveness of the princes whom 
he had despoiled. Ills vow now fulfilled, P r i t h v i r a j a gave 
rich presents and gifts to the suppliant princes, and sent them to 
their respective homes. He also allowed S h ah a b u’d-d i n 
to go to M u 1 1 <1 n, bestowing on him like gifts. 

S h ah a bu’d-di n, though thus well treated, felt bitterly 
mortified at the defeat he had sustained. Seven times after this 
did he advance on P r i t h v i r a j a to avenge his defeat, each time 
with greater preparations than before, but each time was signally 
defeated by the Hindu monarch. 

When S h a h ji b u’d-di n saw that he could not conquer' 
Prithviraja either by the force of his arms "or by the 
ingenuity of his stratagems and tactics, he communicated an 
account of his successive defeats to the king of the G h a t a i k a'° 

Might not this be a name for the modern Kumbheri ? 
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country and solicited bis aid. Tins he obtain#d in the form of 
many horses and men from the king’s army. Thus reinrorced, 
S h a b a b n’d-d i ii rapidly advanced upon D e b 1 i, which be at 
once captured. The inhabitants Avere panic-stricken, and tied from 
the city in every direction. P r i t li v i r aj a was greatly surprised 
at this, and said that this Shahabu’d-din was acting like a 
naughty child, for he had already been defeated several times by 
him, and as often allowed to go unmolested to his capital. 
Prithvir a j a, elated AAoth his former victories over the enemy, 
gathered the small force that was about him, and with this 
handful of men advanced to meet the invader. 

Slightly attended as the king was, Shahabu’d-din Avas greatly 
terrified at the nows of the approach of the king, for ho remem- 
bered too well the former defeats and humiliations sustained at 
his hands. In the night, therefore, he sent some of his con- 
fidential servants into the king’s camp, and through them, Avith 
promises of large sums of money, he seduced from their allegiance 
the king’s master of the horse and the royal musicians. He 
then sent a large number of his IMuhammadans secretly to the 
enemy's camp, Avho entered it early in the morning, Avhen the 
moon in the Avest had scarcely reached the horizon, and the 
sun Avas but beginning to illuminate the east. 

All Avas now uproar and confusion in the king’s camp. Some 
cried out, “ Oh, brave comrades ! up and to your arms ! Haste, 
haste I the enemy has approached and taken us by surprise. Let 
us fight and return conquerors to our homes or to heaven !” 
While the king’s followers Avere thus preparing to meet their 
assailants, the disloyal master of the king’s horse, as advised by 
his seducers, saddled and brought forth as the king’s charger 
that day aliorse styled H u t y a r a m b h a (‘ leader of the dance’) ; 
and the musicians, who Avere Avaiting their opportunity, Avhen 
the king had mounted, began to play upon* their instruments 
tunes that Avere the king’s favourites. At this the royal steed 
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begau to dance proudly, keeping time with the musicians. The 
king was diverted with this performance for a time, and forgot 
the all important business of the moment. 

The JMnhammadans took advantage of the king’s indolence 
and made a vigorous attack. The Rajputs, under the circum- 
stances, could do little. Seeing this, P r i t h v i r a j a alighted 
from his horse and sat on the ground. With the sword in his 
hand he cut down many Muhammadans. Meanwhile, a JMuham- 
raadcin taking the king nnawares from behind, threw his bow 
round his neck and drew the king prostrate to the ground, while 
other IMUhammadans bound him captive. From this time the 
royal ca})tivo refused all food and rest. 

P r i t h V i r a j a, before he set out to encounter Sliahabu’d-din, 
had commanded IT d a ya raj a to follow him to attack the enemy. 
IJdayaraja^^ reached tlio battlefield just about the time when 
the Muhammadans had succeeded in taking Ib’ilhviriija captive. 
Put S h a h a b u‘d-d i n, fearing tlie censcnnenc(\s of i'artlu'r 
fighting with U d ay araj a, retired into the citj*, taking with 
liim the captive mon:irch. 

A'v'heu U d a j a r a j a licai'd of the captivity of P i; i t h v i r a j a, 
his heart throbbed lieavily wdth pain. He wi.shed himself in ^tho 
place of P r i th V if a j a. He was nnwilling to return back 
leaving the king to his fate. Such a course, lie said, would be 
dctrimoutal to his fair name, in his own coniitiy of G a u r a d c s it. 
Ho therefure laid siege to the city of the enemy (Y o g i n i p u I’a 
or Dell 11, which S h a li ab u’d-d in bad taken posst\ssion of 
before this battle), and sat before the gates for a whole month, 
fglitiiig day and niglit. 

One day during the siege, one of Shahabii’d-din’s people went 
up to him ami remarked that it would bo becoming on his part 
for once to release P r i t h v i r fi j a, who had several times taken 

This iiui.st he Ihi.' famous LMayAditya rvuvar of Mulwa, meniioiu'd by Chanda 
as tb.e great fiieuil and :tlly of T’rithvir?lja, 
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liim captive and tlien dismissed liiin with lionc^irs. SlialiAbn’d- 
din was not pleased witli this noble speaker, to whom ho replied 
sharply that councillors like liiin were the sure destroyers of 
kingdoms. The angry Shahabu’d-din then ordered that Frit In 
viraja should be taken into the fortress. When this order 
was given, all the brave people hung their necks with shame ; 
and the rightcou.s, unable to suppress the tears gatlierl^ig iir their 
eyes, lifted them towards heaven. P r i t h v i r a j a a few days 
after this breathed his last and went to heaven. 

When Udayaraja learnt of the death of his friend, lie 
thought that the best place of abode for him now was that only 
whlllicrhis late friend had sped. He therefore gaihered together 
all his followers and led them into the thickest of the battle, and 
tliero fell with his whole army, securing for himself and tliem 
etei'iial happiness in heaven. 

Wdum H a r i r a j a learnt the sad news of the death of P r i t h- 
V i r a j a, his sorrow knew no bounds. Witli tears gushing from 
bis eyes, he performed the funeral ceremonies for tlie deceased 
monarch and then ascended the tln'ono. He had not ruled long 
when the king of Guj ar at, in order to secure his favour, sent 
to him some dancing women from his country as presents. 
ddiesc girls were exceedingly bcautifid and higlily accomplished, 
and they drew to themselves the king’s heart so much that all his 
time was usually spent in their company, in listening to their 
music and seeing their dancing. At last matters came to such a 
pass that most of his revenues were squandered on musicians and 
dancers, and nothing was kft with which to pay the salaries of 
the servants of tho state, wdio naturally were disgusted with the 
king and his manners. His subjects also wmre dissatisfied. 

Gujai’T ill ancient times was famous for tiic nnmher ami beauty of Wh 
(lancing girls. One of its kings was forced to give bis danghmr in marriage 
to an ancient Persian king, who took with him from the country 1200 dancing 
girls. The professional dancing girls of Persia are sai(^ have been the descend- 
ants of this stuck ! Vide .1.?. ties. vol. TX., “ Bickrain and Salibahan.’' 
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Apprised of tlyse circumstances, S li a li a b u’d-d i n thought 
this a favourable opportunity for destroying H a r i r a j a and his 
power. He therefore marched his army into the country of 
H a r i raj a. Ever since the death of P r i t h vi r a j a, H a r i- 
r a j a had vowed not to see even the face of the hated Muslim, 
and he passed his time, as described, in the company of women. 
He was therefore ill prepared to meet Shahribu’d-din in the 
battle-field. As a last resource, H ar i r aj a deteimined to per- 
form the ‘ sfl/i'.’ He gathered together all the members of his 
family, and ascended the funeral pile along with them, and so 
went to the other world. 

Hariraja had no son, and Shahabu’d-din pressed his 
followers hard. In the utmost confusion and misery, therefore, 
they assembled in council to deliberate on the course they had 
best adopt. They were now, they said, without a leader, while 
their army was so disorganized that it could not look the enemy 
in the face. Shahribu’d-din was a great warrior and they were 
weak. It was impossible that they should bo able to protect 
themselves and their capital. They therefore resolved to abandon 
the country to its fate, and go and live under the protection of 
G o v i n d a r a j a, the grandson of P r i t h v i r a j a, who, having 
been banished the kingdom by his father, had by his braveiy 
acquired a new kingdom and established his capital at 11 a n a- 
t h a ih b h 6 r. They accordingly gathered in all the remnants of 
Hariraja’s power and wealth and started for It a n a t h a ih b h d r. 
A j m e r, vacated by Hariraja’s party, was now pillaged and 
burnt by Shahubu’d-din, who took possession of the city. 

The followers of H a r i r a j a were well received by G o v i ii d a- 
raja, and appointed to suitable offices in the kingdom. 
G o V i n d a r a j a was paralyzed at the sad news of tlfe fall of 
A j m e r, and the death of H a r i r a j a, to whom he paid the last 
rites. For some ye^rs after this G o vi n d ar a j a ruled well and 
justly. At last he died and went to heaven. 
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After Govindanija, Balhana snccecded*to tlie throne. 

B a 1 h a n a had two sons — P r a h 1 a d a, the older, and 
V agbhata, the younger. Being brought up and educated to- 
gether, there was between them very great broilierly adection. 
When they came of age, their father, who had grown old and 
feeble, placed his elder son, P r a h 1 a d a, upon the (jddi^ and 
appointed the younger, V agbhata, to the post of prime mi- 
nister. The old'king did not long survive tliis arrangement. 
P r a h 1 fi d a was a just king, and, as he ruled mildly, his 
subjects were contented. 

One day, however, as fate would have it, ho went out to tho 
forest to hunt. The hunting party was a grand one. There 
wore many dogs with them, and the party was dressed in blue 
clothes. Merrily they went that day over hill and dale, and the 
prey was unusually heavy. j\[any a mighty lion was made to 
bite tho dust. While the party was thus engaged, the king saw 
a big lion lying at his ease in a patch of tall reed grass, and, 
being dexterous with his bow, aimed an arrow at the lion and 
killed him. The attendants of the king raised a shout of joy 
at this feat of royal archery, wdiich had the effect of rousing from 
his slumbers another lion that was hard by, but of whose presence 
they were not aware. In an instant tho brute rushed on tho 
king with tho swiftness of lightning, and seizing one of the 
king’s arms in his mouth tore it from the body. This sad accident 
put a stop to tho sport, and the party bore the wounded monarch 
home, where the effects of the poison of the animal’s bite termi- 
nated his life. 

The death-bed of the king was an affecting scene. Ho placed 
• on the gddi his son V i r a n a r a y a n a, and called to his presence 
y agbhata, his brother and minister, and said to him that the 
three qualities of bravery, penetration, and circumspection wmre 
the main stays of a monarch ; but that thes(? were acquisitions 
to which people attained in their majority. Rarely were they 
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possessed by iiu^perienced youths. “ My son,” said he, ‘‘ is yet 
a child, and. he knows only how to sleep and rise again to play. 
Be thou, therefore, such a guide to him that he may not come to 
ruin.” 

V Iran a r a y a u a from his very childhood was a naughty and 
unmanageable boy, and V a gb h at a, convinced of this, could 
not find it in his heart to hold out the language of decided hope 
to his dying and beloved brother. j\[y dear brother,” said he, 
as the tears rushed down his cheeks, “ you know that no one is 
able to avert what is to happen. As for myself, I will serve the 
prince as faithfully and as diligently as ever I liave served you.” 
Scarcely had VTigbliata finished his speech when the king 
breathed his last. 

AVhen V i r a n a r a y a n a came of ago, a marriage was arranged 
between him and the daughter of the Kachhavaha jirince of J a y a- 
p 11 r, and ho sot out for A m a r a p u r (Amber), the capital of 
the Kachhavriha. On the way V ir a n a r a y a n a and his parly 
were pursued oy J c 1 a 1 u' d-d i n, and had to turn back to 
Uana tharhbhbr Avithout being able to marry the dayapurani. 
Here a great battle ensued, but neitlicr party obtained the advan- 
tage. J clalu’d-din saw that it would bo difficult to conquer 
Viranarayana in the field, and therefore determined to 
entrap him into hispowerby stratagem. For the present, there- 
fore, he returned to his country; but after some days he sent a 
very flattering message to Y i r a n a r a y a n a through one of his 
most trusted servants. The messenger represented to Y ir ana- 
r a ya n a that he and JelaluVl-din were the sun and moon in the 
surrormding starry heaven of kings, and that his master, ex- 
tremely pleased with the gallantry displayed by the prince in the 
late war, sought his friendship. He also represented how good 
it would be if they both lived in harmony and saw each other 
frequently ; hoAV strong they both would be by this alliance, 
which would bo like the union of wind with fire, and which would 
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enable them to bear down all their many enemies. J e 1 a 1 
din, said the envoy, now looked upon V Iran a r a y a n a as 
his brother, and called upon the Almigdity to witness if there was 
aught of deceit in his heart. The envoy concluded by inviting 
the prince, in the name of his master, to be the guest of the 
latter in his capital. SJiouldyour Majesty have any objection,” 
added the wily man, to accept of Jelaln’d-din’s hospitality, 
Jelalu’d-din himself will come to li a n a t h a lii b h 6 r and pass a 
few days with you.” 

At this time there was pending some feud between V i r a n ii- 
r a y a n a and V i g r a ha, king of Vakshas th al a pu r a. Bent 
upon chastising V i g r a h a, V i r a n a r a y a n a gave a willing 
car to the ambassador, and resolved upon an alliance with 
J 0 1 a 1 u’d'd in. V a g b h a t a disapproved of this alliance with 
the wicked ]\Inhamniadans, sought an interview with Vi ra- 
il ar ay ana and spoke against it. “An enemy,” said he, “is 
never changed to a friend, do what service you may to him ; 
and if you have any wish to live and govern the kingdom, you 
must listen to the advice of your teachers and ciders, and 
avoid having aught to do with J c 1 u 1 u’d-d i ii and the 
Muslims.” 

V i r a n a r a y a u a was incensed at his uncle's advice, and con- 
tcmpinonsly asked him not to think of the cares of the state, 
as they were now ill-suited to his old and weak mind ; that he 
himself was equal to tho task of government, and henceforth 
would do and act as best pleased him. 

Vagbhata, stung to the quick by this answer, left the 
palace and departed for l^talwu. Other courtiers, too, after 
•VagbhaU had left, tried to dissuade the king from going 
to his eno%, but al 1 failed. V i r a n u r a y a n a at length went 
to Y o g i n i p n r a. The wily Muslim came out to receive him, and 
treated his guest apparently with the greatest respect. The 
prince was delighted with his reception, and became much at- 
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taclied to Jelalu’ddin. After a few days’ hospitality, however, 
the prince was poisoned and died. 

The joy of the Muhammadans at this event was excessive. 
They exclaimed that now the whole tree was prostrate at their 
feet, and they could help themselves to any part of it. 

As the king was no more, and Vagbhata had left for 
Malwa, E-anathaiiibhor was without defenders, and easily 
fell into the hands of the enemy. Once in possession of Rana- 
thambhor, Jelalu’d-din sent a message to the king of 
M a 1 w a to say that V a gb h at a should be put to death. 

The king of Malwa, it appears, lent a willing ear to this 
nefarious proposal, but Vagbhata discovered the secret. He 
murdered the king of Malwa, and possessing himself of his throne, 
soon gathered round him many of the distressed Rajputs, Pos- 
sessed thus at once of a country and an army, he made a league 
with the K h a r p u r a s,^® who were already in arms against the 
Muhammadans. Vagbhata conducted the combined army 
toRanathaihbhor and reduced its Muslim garrison to such a 
plight that they vacated the fort. Thus V Ti g b h a t a and the 
Ra j p u t s once more became masters of R a n a t h a lii b h 6 r. 

It was V a g b h a t a’s policy to station large forces at different 
posts along the frontier and thus to keep off his enemies. He 
died after a happy reign of twelve years. 

Vagbhata was succeeded by his son Jai trasingh. His 
queen was named Hira Devi, who was very beautiful, and in 
every way qualified for her high position. In course of time, 
Hi r a D 6 V i was found to be with child. Her cravings in this 
condition presaged the proclivities and greatness of the burden 
she bore. At times she was possessed with a desire to bathe 
herself in the blood of the Muslims. Her husband satisfied her 
wishes, and at last, in an auspicious hour, she was delivered of a

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son. The four quarters of the earth assumed a beautiful appearance ; 
balmy winds began to blow ; the sky became clear ; the sun shone 
graciously ; the king testified his joy by showering gold on the 
Brahmans, and by making thankofferings. The astrologers 
predicted, from the very favourable conjunction of the stars that 
presided over the child’s nativity, that the prince would make the 
whole earth wet with the blood of the enemies of his country, 
the Muhammadans. H a m m i r a (for that was the name bestoAved 
on the child) throve and grew up a strong and handsome boy. 
He easily mastered the sciences, and soon grew an expert in the 
art of war. When he attained a proper age, his father had him 
married to seven beautiful wives. 

J a i t r a s i n g h had two other sons also, S u r a 1 1 r a n a 
andVirama, who were great warriors. Finding that his sons 
wore noAv able to relieve him of the burden of government, 
Jaitrasingh one day talked over the matter with H a m m i r a, 
and, after giving him excellent advice as to how he was to be- 
have, he gave over the charge of the state to him, and himself 
Avent to live in the forest. This happened in Saihvat 1330 (a.d. 
1283)."* 

Being endoAved Avith the six gums and the three salctis, 
hTa m m i r a noAV resolved to set out on a series of warlike ex- 
peditions. The first place Avhich he visited was Sarasapura, 
the capital of Raja A r j u n a. Here a battle was fought, in Avhich 
Arjuna was defeated and reduced to submission. N^ext the 
prince marched on Gad ham an da la, which saved itself by 
paying tribute. From Ga dhamandala Hammira advanced 
upon Dhara. Here was reigning a Raja Bhoja, who, like 
his famous namesake, was the friend of poets. After defeating 
Bhoja, \h.e army arrived at Ujjain, where the elephants,

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Horses, and meuF batlied in the clear waters of-the Kshipr A. 
The prince also performed his ablutions in the river and paid his 
devotions at the shrine of Mah a kal a. In a grand procession 
he then passed through the principal streets of the old city. 
From U j j ai n, H a m m i r a marched toChitrakota (Chitod), 
and ravaging M e d a p a o a (Me wad), went on to Mount A b d. 

Though a follower of the Yedas^ II a m m i r a here worshipped 
at the temple of II i s h a b h a D 6 v a, — for the great do not make 
invidious distinctions. Tiie king Avas also present at a recitation 
in honour of Vastupal. He stayed for some days at the 
hermitage of V a s i s h t h a, and, bathing in the M a n d a k i n i, 
paid his devotions to A c h a 1 o s v a r a- Here ho Avas much 
astonished at seeing the AA^orks Avhich A rj un a had executed. 

The king of A b li was a famous warrior, but his proAvess little 
availed him at this juncture, and lie was obliged to submit to 
Hammira. 

Leaving A b ii, the king arrhed at V a r d d h a n a p u r a, 
which city he plundered and despoiled. Chang a met Avith the 
same fate. Hence, by Avay of Ajmer, Hammira Avent to 
P n s li k a r a, where he paid his deA^otions to A d i v a r a h a 
(the primeval boar). From Pushkara the prince repaired 
to Sakambhari. On the way the toAvns oF Mar h a t a,^'^ 
K h a n d i 1 1 a, C h a m d a, and K a h k r o 1 i Avere plundered. 
T r i b h u V a n e n d r a came to see him at K a h k r o 1 i, and 
presented to him many rich gifts. 

After having accomplished these brilliant exploits, Hammira 
returned to his capital. The adA^ent of the king caused a great 
commotion there. All the great officers of state, headed by 
D h a r m a s i n g li, came out in proccs.sion to receive their’ 
victorious monarch. The streets Avere lined by los^irig subjects 
eager to get a glimpse of their king. 

There is no town 'of this name that Hammira could have rava ged on his 
way to Sakambhari. There is such a town as MedatA, on tlio borders of Mew Ad.

Some days after tliis, H a m m i r a inquired of his spiritual 
guide, V i s V a r u p a, as to the cflicacy of the merits arising from 
the performance of a sacrifice called the Koti-yajm^ and being 
answered by the high priest that admittance into Svarga-loka 
was secured by the performance of the sacrifice, the king ordered 
that preparations should be made for the Knftyajna, Accord- 
ingly, learned Briilinians from all parts of the country were 
convened, and the sacrifice was completed according to the ordi- 
nances laid down for its pcrformaiico in the holy Sustms. The 
Brahmans were sumptuously feasted, and handsome daJisJiujas 
were given to them. To crown all, the king now entered on the 
Mnnivrata, which he was to observe for an entire month. 

While these things were taking place at R. a n a t h a ih b h 6 r, 
many changes had occurred at D o h 1 i, where ’A 1 a u’d-d i n w'as 
now reigning. Apprised of wdiat was passing at 11 a n a t h a lii- 
b h 6 r, he commanded his younger brother U 1 ug li K h a n^° to 
take an army with him into the 0 h o h A n country and to lay 
it waste. J a i t r a s i n g h,’^ ho said, ‘‘ paid us tribute ; but 
this son of his not only does not pay the tribute, but takes every 
opportunity of showing the contempt in which ho holds us. 
Here is an opportunity to annihilate his power.” Thus com- 
nmnded, TJ 1 u g h K li A n invaded the R a n a t h a m b h 6 r country 
with an army of 80,000 horse. When this army reached the 
V a r n a n a s a river, it w'as found that the roads which led into 
the enemy’s country were not practicable for cavalry. Ulugh 
Khan, therefore, encamped here for some days, burning and 
destroying the villages in tho neighbourhood. 

The king at R a na t h a m b h 6 r, not having yet completed 
» tho Munivrata, w^as unable to take the field in person. He 
therefore despatched his generals, Bhimasingh and D h a r- 
m a s in g h, to drive away the invaders. The king’s army came 
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upon the invadeis at a place on the V a r na n u s a, and gained 
a decisive advantage over the enemy, great numbers of whom 
were killed. Contenting himself with the advantage thus gained, 
Bhimasingh began to retrace his steps towards K a n a t h a lii- 
b h 6 r, Ulugh Khan secretly following him with the main body 
of his army. Now it so happened that the soldiers of Bhima- 
singh, who had obtained immense booty, were anxious to carry 
it home safely, and, in their anxiety to do this, they outstripped 
their chief, who had around him only a small band of his personal 
followers. When Bhimasingh had thus gained the middle 
of the Hindavat pass, in the pride of victory he ordered the 
kettledrums and other musical instruments he had captured from 
the enemy to be vigorously sounded. This act had an unforeseen 
and disastrous consequence. Ulugh Khan had ordered his 
army to follow Bhimasingh in small detachments, and had 
commanded them to fall on him wherever he should sound his 
martial instruments, which they were to understand as the signal 
of some great advantage gained over the enemy. AVhen the 
detached parties, therefore, of the Muhammadans heard the sound 
of the nagdras, they poured into the pass from all sides, and 
Ulugh Khan also coming up began to fight with Bhlrna- 
s i n g li. The Hindu general for a time nobly sustained Iho 
unequal combat, but was at last wounded and killed. After 
gaining this signal advantage over the enemy, Ulugh Khan 
returned to Dehli. 

Hammira, after the completion of the sacrifice, learnt 
the details of the battle and of the death of his general 
Bhimasingh. He upbraided Dharmasingh for desert- 
ing Bhimasingh, and called him blind, as he could not see’ 
that Ulugh Khan was on the track, of the army. He also 
called him impotent as he did not rush to the rescue of Bhima- 
singh. Not content with thus upbraiding Dharmasingh, 
the king ordered the offending general to be blinded and castrated. 
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Dharmasingh was also superseded in the •ommand of the 
army by Bhoja Deva, a natural brother of the Raja, and a 
sentence of banishment was passed upon him, but, at Bhoj a’s 
intercession, it was not carried out. 

Dharmasingh, thus mutilated and disgraced, was bitterly 
mortified at the treatment he had received at the king’s hands, 
and resolved to be avenged. In pursuance of his determination, 
he contracted an intimate friendship with one R a d h a Devi, a 
courtesan, who was a great favourite at court. R a d ha Devi 
kept her blind friend well acquainted every diiy as to what was 
passing at court. One day it so happened that R a d ha Devi 
returned home quite cross and dejected, and when her blind friend 
asked her the cause of her low spirits, she answered that the 
king had lost that day many horses of the vedlia disease, and 
consequently paid little attention to her dancing and singing, 
and that this state nf things, in all probability, was likely to 
continue long. The blind man bade her be of good cheer, as 
he would see ere long that all was right again. She was only to 
take the opportunity of insinuating to the king that Dhar- 
m a s i n g h, if restored to his former post, would present the king 
with twice the number of horses that had lately died. Ra- 
d ifa Devi played her part well, and the king, yielding to 
avarice, restored D h a r m a s i n g h to his former post. 

Dharmasingh thus restored, only thought of revenge. Ho 
pandered to the king’s avarice, and by his oppression and exactions 
reduced the rayats to a miserable condition and made them detest 
their monarch. He spared no one from whom anything could 
be got — horses, money, anything worth having. The king, 
Vhose treasury he thus replenished, was much pleased with his 
blind minis*ter, who, flushed with success, now called on B h o j a 
to render an account of his department. Bhoj a knew the 
blind man grudged him his office, and going td the king he in- 
formed him of all D h a r m a s i n g h’s schemes, and applied 
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to him for protcotion from the -ininister’s tyranny. Bat H a iii- 
m 1 r a paid no attention to the representations of B h o j a, 
telling him that as Dharmasingh was entrusted with full 
powers, and could do whatever he thought pi’opcr, it was 
necessary others should obey his orders. B h o j a, when he saw 
that the king’s mind was turned from him, submitted to his 
property being confiscated and brought into the king’s coffers 
as ordered by D h a r m a s i n g h. As in duty bound, however, 
he still followed his chief wherever he went. One day the king 
went to pay his devotions at the temple of V a i j a n a t h, and 
seeing Bhoj a in his train, scornfully remarked to a courtier, 
who stood by, that the earth was full of vile beings; but the 
vilest creature on earth vras the crow, who, though deprived of his 
last feather by the angry owl, still clung (o his habitation on the 
old tree. B h o j a understood the intent of the remark, and that 
it was levelled at him. Deeply mortified, ho returned homo and 
communicated his disgrace to liis younger brother P i t a ni a. 
The two brothers now resolved to leave the country, and the 
next day B h o j a w'cnt to H a m m i r a and humbly prayed to 
bo allowed leave to undertake a pilgrimage to Banaras. The 
king granted his request, adding that he might go to Banaras or 
further if ho chose,— that there was no danger of the town being 
deserted on his account. To this insolent speech Bhoj a made 
no reply. He bowed and withdrew, and soon after started for 
Banaras. The kirig was delighted at B h o j a D c v a ’s departure, 
and he conferred the Kotwalship vacated by him on R a t i p a 1 a. 

When Bhoj a reached Shirs a, he reflected on the sad turn 
his affairs had taken, and resolved that the wanton insults heaped 
upon him should not go unavenged. In this mind, with his 
brother P i t am a, he went to Y o gi n i p u ra, and there ivaited 
upon ’A 1 jx u’d d 1 n. The Muhammadan chief was much pleased 
with Bhoj a ’s arrival at his court. He treated him with dis- 
tinguished honour, and bestowed upon him the town and 
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territory of Jag aril as a jaliagir. Henccfortk PI tarn a lived 
here, and the other members of B h o j a’s family, while he himself 
stayed at court. ’A 1 a n’d-d i n’s object was to learn Ham- 
m 1 r a’s affairs, and he therefore lavished presents and honours 
on B h 0 j a, who gradually became entirely devoted to the interests 
of his new master. 

Convinced of B h o j a’s devotion to his cause, ^Alau’d-din one 
day asked him, in private, if thero w'ere any easy and practicable 
means of subduing H a m m i r a. B h o j a answered that it was no 
easy matter to conquer Hamm i r a, a king who was the terror 
of the kings of K n n t a 1 a, M a d h y a d e s a (Central India) , A ii- 
gadesa andthofar Kilnchi — a king who was master of the 
six cj'iinds and the three kildis^ and who commanded a vast and 
powerful army — a king whom all other kings feared and obeyed, 
and who had a most valiant brother in Virama, the conqueror 
of many princes — a king who was served by the fearless ]\I o n- 
g 0 1 chiefs M a h i m a s a h i and others, who, after defeating his 
brother, had defied ’A 1 a u’d-d i n himself. Not only had 
H a ni m i r a able generals, said Bhoja, but they were all attach- 
ed to him. Seduction was impossible save in one quarter. 
One man only had his price in the court of H a m m i r a. What 
alelast of wind Avas to a lamp, what the cloud Avas to the lotuses, 
Avhat night Avas to the sun, what the company of women was 
to an ascetic, Avhat aAmrice was to all other qualities, that was 
this one man to H a m m i r a — the sure cause of disgrace and 
destruction. The present time, too, said Bhoja, was not ill 
suited for an expedition against Hammira. Thero Avas a 
bumper harvest this year in the C h o h a. n country and if ’A 1 a u’d- 
d i n could but snatch it from the peasantry before it could be 
stored awfty he Avould induce them, as they already suffered from 
the blind man’s tyranny, to forsake the cause of H a m m 1 r a. 

’A 1 a u’d-d i n liked B h o j a’s idea, and foiihwith commanded 
Ulugh Khan to invade Hammira’s country with an army of 
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100,000 horse, 'fllugh Khtin’s army now poured over the land 
like an irresistible torrent, — the chiefs through whose territories 
it passed bending like reeds before it. The army thus reached 
H i n d a V a t, when the news of its approach and intention was 
carried to H a m m i r a. Thereupon the Hindu king convened 
a council, and deliberated on the course they had best adopt. It 
was resolved that V i r a m a and the rest of the eight great officers 
of state should go and do battle with the enemy. Accordingly, 
the king’s generals divided the army into eight divisions, and 
fell on the Muhammadans from all the eight points of the 
compass at once. V i r a m a came from the east, and M a h i m- 
asahi from the west. From the south advanced J a j ad e va, 
while Garbharuka advanced from the noi’th. From the 
south-east came R a t i p a 1 a, while Tichar Mongol directed 
the attack from the north-west. Ranamalla came from the 
north-east, while Vaichara chose the south west for his direc- 
tion of attack. The Rajputs set to their work with vigour. 
Some of them filled the enemy’s entrenchments with earth and 
rubbish, while others set on fire the wooden fortification raised by 
the Muhammadans. Others, again, cut the ropes of their tents. 
The Muhammadans stood to their arms and vauntingly said they 
would mow down the Rajputs like grass. Both sides fought 
with desperate courage; but the Muhammadans at last gave 
way before the repeated attacks of the Rajputs. Many of them, 
therefore, left the field and fled for their lives. After a time their 
example was followed by the whole of the Muhammadan army, 
which fled ignominiously from the battlefield, leaving the Rajputs 
complete masters of it. 

When the battle was over, the modest Rajputs went over 
the field to gather their dead and wounded. In this search they 
obtained much booty and arms, elephants and horses. Some of 
the enemy’s women also fell into their hands. Ratipala 
forced them to sell buttermilk in every town they passed through. 
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H a m m i r a was exceedingly delighted at tfite signal victory 
over the enemy gained by his generals. He held a grand darbjlr 
in honour of the event. In the darbur the king invested 
R a t i p a 1 a with a golden chain — comparing him, in his speech, 
to the war elephant that had richly deserved the golden band. 
All the other nobles and soldiers were also rewarded according 
to their deserts, and graciously ordered back to their respective 
homes. 

All but the Mongol chiefs left the presence. H a m m i r a 
observed this, and kindly asked them the reason of their lagging 
behind. They answered that they were loth to sheathe their 
swords and retire to their liouses before they had chastised the 
ungrateful B h o j a, w^ho was enjoying liimsclf in his jahugir at 
J a g a r a. On account of the relation in which ho stood to the 
king, said they, they had up to this time allowed Bhoja to 
live ; but he now no longer deserved this forbearance, as it was 
at his instigation that the enemy had invaded the Rana- 
thaiiib ho r territory. They therefore asked permission of the 
king to march on Jagaruand attack ^Bhoja. The king 
granted the request, and at once the Mongols left the palace for 
J a g a r a. They took the town by storm, and taking P i t a m a 
captive, with many others, brought him back to R a n a t h a ih- 
bhor. 

U 1 u g h K h u n after his discomfiture hastily retired to Dehli 
and apprised his brother of what had happened. His brother 
taxed him with cowardicS ; but Ulugh Khan excused his 
flight by representing that it was the only course open to him, 
under the circumstances, which could enable him to have the 
pleasure of once more seeing his brother in this world, and have 
another opportunity of fighting with the C h o h a n. Scarcely 
had U 1 u g h K h a n done with his excuses, when in came Bhoja, 
red with anger. He spread the cloth whicl# he had worn as an 
upper garment on the ground, and began to roll upon it as one 



possessed with evil spirit, muttering incoherently all the 
while. ’Alau’d-din was not a little annoyed at this strange 
conduct, and inquired the reason of it. B h o j a replied that it 
would be difficult for him ever to forget ^the misfortune that 
had overtaken him that day ; for M ah i m a s a h i having paid a 
visit to J a g a r a, had carried it by assault and dragged his 
brother Pitama into captivity before Ham mir a. Well 
might people now, said B h o j a, point the finger of scorn at him, 
and say, Here is the man who has lost his all in the hope of 
getting more. Helpless and forlorn, he could not now trust 
himself to lie on the earth, as it all belonged now to H a m m i r a ; 
and he had therefore spread his garment, on which to roll in 
grief which had deprived him of the power of standing. 

Already the fire of anger was kindled in the breast of ’A 1 au’d- 
d 1 n at the tale of the defeat his brother had sustained, and 
B h 0 j a’s speech added fuel to the fire. Throwing to the ground, 
in the vehemence of his feelings, the turban ho had on, he said 
Hammira's folly was like that of one who thought he could 
tread upon the lion’s mane with impunity, and vowed ho would 
exterminate the whole race of the C h o h a n s. Then at once he 
despatched letters to the kings of various countries, calling upon 
them to join him in a war against Hamm Ira. The kings of 
A h ga, T e 1 a n g a, M a g a d h a, M a i s li r, K a 1 i h g a, B a u g a, 
B h 0 1, M e d a p a t, P a n c h a 1, B a n g a 1,^^ T h a m i m, B h i 1 1 a, 
Nepal, D a h a 1, and some Himalayan chiefs, who also obeyed 
the summons, brought their respective* quotas to swell the invad- 
ing army. Amongst this miscellaneous host there were some 
■who came on account of the love they boro to the goddess of war, 
while others were there who had been drawn into the ranks of 
the invaders by the love of plunder. Others, again, only came 
to be spectators of the desperate fighting that was expected to 
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take place. There was such a thronging of tlephants, horses, 
chariots, and men that there was scarcely room for one to thrust 
a grain of tila amidst the crowd. With this mighty concourse, 
the two brothers, N u s r a t Khan and U 1 u g h K h a ii, started 
for the R a n a t h a m b h o r country. 

’A 1 a u’d-d i 11 with a small retinue stayed behind with the 
object of inspiring the Rajputs with a dread of the reserves that 
must have necessarily remained with him, their king. 

The numbers in the army were so great that they drank up 
all the water of the rivers on the line of march. It was therefore 
found necessary not to halt the army longer than a few hours 
in any one place. By forced marches, the two generals soon 
reached the borders of the R a n a t h a rh b h 6 r territory — an 
event which gave rise to conllicliug sentiments in the minds of 
the invaders. Those that had taken no part in the late war 
said victoiy ivas now certain, as it was impossilile the Rajputs 
should 1)0 able to withstand such troops as they were. The 
veterans of the last campaign, however, took a different view 
of the matter, and asked their more hopeful comrades to remember 
that they were about to encounter H a m m i r a’s army, and that, 
therefore, they should reserve their vaunting until the end of the 
campaign. 

When the pass was gained which was the scene of U 1 u g h 
K h a n’s discomfiture and disgrace, he advised his brother not to 
place too much confidence in their power alone, but, as the place 
was a difficult one, and H a m m i r a’s army both strong and 
efficient, to try stratagem by sending some one on to the court of 
H a m rn 1 r a, there to try to wdiile away some days in negotia- 
’ tions about peace, while the army should safely cross the mountains 
and take up a strategical position. KusratKhan yielded to 
the superior experience of his brother, and Sri Molhana 
D e V a was sent to propose the terms on whiclf the Muhammadans 
would conclude a peace with H a m m i r a. Pending negotiations, 
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Hammira’s pople allowed tlie invading army to cross the 
dangerous pass unmolested. The Khan now posted his brother 
on one side of the road known as the M a n d i Road, and he him- 
self occupied the fort of Sri Mandapa. The forces of the 
allied princes were stationed all round the tank of Jaitra 
S a gar a. 

Neither party was sincere. The Muhammadans thought they 
had artfully secured an advantageous position from whence to 
commence their operations ; whilst the Rajputs were of opinion 
that the enemy had so far advanced into the interior that he 
could not now possibly escape them. 

The Khan’s ambassador at R a n a t h a lii b h 6 r, admitted into 
the fort by the king’s order, from what he saw there, was 
inspired with a dread of Hammira’s power. However, he attend- 
ed the darbar held to receive him, and, after the exchange of the 
usual courtesies, boldly delivered himself of the message with 
which he was charged. He said that he was deputed to the king’s 
court as the envoy of Ulugh Khan and Nusrat Khan, 
the two brothers of the celebrated ’Aluu’d-din; that he had 
come there to impress on the king’s mind, if possible, the futility 
of any resistance that he could offer to so mighty a conqueror 
as ’Ala u’d-d i n, and to advise him to conclude a peace witb his 
chief. He offered to Hammira, as the conditions of peace, 
the choice between paying down to, his chief a contribution of 
one hundred thousand gold moJiorSj presenting him with four 
elephants and three hundred horses, and giving his daughter in 
marriage to ’Alau’d-din ; or the giving up to him the four in- 
subordinate Mongol chiefs, who, having excited the displeasure 
of his master, were now living under the protection of the king! 
The envoy added that if the king desired the enjoyment of his 
power and kingdom in peace, he had the opportunity at hand of 
securing his object by the adoption of either of these conditions, 
which would equally secure to him the good graces and assistance 
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of ’A 1 u u’d-d i n, a monarcii wlio had destroyed %n his cneioles, 
who possessed mimerous strong forts and •well-furnished arsenals 
and magazines, who had put to shame Mahadeva himself hy 
capturing numerous impregnable forts, like D e v a g a d h a, 
whereas the fame of the god rests on the successful capture of the 
fort of Tripura alone. 

H a m m i r a, who had listened with impatience to the ambas- 
sador’s speech, was incensed at the insulting message delivered to 
him, and said to Sri M o 1 h a n a D e v a that if he had not been 
there in the capacity of an accredited envoy, the tongue with 
which he uttered those vaunting insults should ere this have been 
cut out. Not only did H a m m i r a refuse to entertain either of 
the conditions submitted by the envoy, but on his part he j)roposcd 
the acceptance by ’Alau’d*din of as many sword-cuts as the 
number of the gold molwrs^ elephants, and horses he had tbc 
impudence to ask for, and told the envoy he would look upon 
the refusal of this martial offer by the Muhammadan chief as 
tantamount to his (’Alau’d-din’s) feasting on pork. Without any 
further ceremony, the envoy was driven from the presence. 

The garrison of Hanathambhor now prepared for resist- 
ance. Officers of approved ability and bravery were told off to 
defend various posts. Tents were pitched here and there on the 
ramparts to protect the defenders from the rays of the sun. Oil 
and resin were kept boiling in many places, ready to be poured 
on the bodies of any of the assailants to scald them if they dared 
come too near, and guns were mounted on suitable places. The 
Muhammadan army, too, at last appeared before Eanathambhor. 
A desperate struggle was carried on for some days. N u s r a t 

h a n was killed by a random shot in one of the engagements,'* 
and, the monsoon having set in, Ulugh-Khan was obliged 
to stop all further operations. He retired to some distance from 
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iho fort, and seni^a despatcli to ’A 1 a u’d-d i n, informing him of 
the critical situation ho was in. He also sent him in a box 
Husrat Khan’s body for burial. Upon this intelligence 
reaching ’Ala u’d-d i n, he started at once for R a n a-t h a ih- 
b h 6 r. Arrived there, he immediately marched his army to the 
gates of the fort and invested it. 

H a m m i r a, to mark his contempt of these proceedings^ had 
caused to be raised, on many places over the walls, flags of light 
wickerwork. This was as much as to say that ’A 1 a ii’d-d in’s 
advent before the fort was not felt to bo a burden to, or an 
aggravation of, the sufferings of the Rajputs. The Muhammadan 
chief at once saw that he had to deal with men of no ordinary 
resolution and courage, and he sent a message to H a m ui i r a 
saying he was greatly pleased with his bravery, and would be glad 
to grant any request such a gallant enemy might wish to make. 
Of course this was bidding in some way for peace. H a m m i r a, 
however, replied that as ’Alau’d-din was pleased to grant anything 
he might set his heart upon, nothing would gratify him so much 
as fighting with him for two days, and this request he hoped would 
be complied with. The Muhammadan chief praised very much 
this demand, saying it did justice to his adversary’s courage, 
and agreed to give him battle the next day. The contest that 
ensued was furious and desperate in the last degree. During 
these two days the Muhammadans lost no less than 85,000 men. 
A truce of some few days being now agreed upon by both the 
belligerents, fighting oeased for a time. 

On one of these days the king had R a d h a Devi dancing 
before him on the wall of the fort, while there was much company 
round him. This woman, at stated and regular intervals, weh 
understood by those who understand music, purposely turned her 
back towards ’Alau’d-din, who was sitting below in his tent not 
far from the fort, hnd who could well see what was passing on the 
fort wall. Ko wonder that ho was incensed at this conduct, and 
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indignantly asked those who were about liimWl’ there was any 
among his numerous followers who could, from that distance, 
kill that woman with one arrow. One of the chiefs present 
answered that he knew one man only who could do this, and 
that man was U d d a ii a sing h, whom the king had in cap- 
tivity. The captive was at once released and brought before 
Alau’d-din, who commanded him to show his skill in arcliery 
against the fair target. Ud d ana-sing h did as he was bid, 
and in an instant the fair form of the courtesan, being struck, 
fell down headlong from the fort wall. 

This incident roused the ire of M a h i m a s a h i, who recpiested 
permission of the king to be allowed to do the same service to 
’A 1 a u’d-d i n that he had done to poor R a d h a Devi. The 
king replied that he well knew the extraordinary skill in archery 
possessed by his friend, but that ho was loth ’Alau’d-din should 
bo so killed, as his death would deprive him of a valiant enemy 
with whom ho could at pleasure hold passages of arms. M a h i m~ 
a s a h i then dropped the arrow ho had adjusted on his bowstring 
on U d d a n a s i n g h, and killed him. This feat of M a h i ra a s a h i 
so intimidated ’A 1 Ti u ’d-d i n that he at once removed his cani]> 
from the eastern side of the lake to its western side, where there 
was greater protection from such attacks. When the camp was 
removed, the Rajputs were able to perceive that the enemy, by 
working underground, had prepared mines, and had attempted 
to throw over a part of the ditch a temporary bridge of wood 
and grass carefully covered over with earth. The Rajputs de- 
stroyed this bridge with their cannon, and, pouring burning oil 
into the mines, destroyed those that were working underground. 
•In this manner all ’ A 1 a u’ d-d i n ’s efforts to take the fort were 
frustrated. * At the same time he was greatly harassed by the 
rain, which now fell in torrents. He therefore sent a message to 
H a m m i r a, asking him kindly to send over t^ his camp R a t i- 
p a 1 a, as he desired very much to speak with him, with a view 
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to an amicable sbttlemcnt of tlic differences subsisting between 
them. 

The king ordered R a t i p u 1 a to go and hear what ’ Alau’d-dm 
liad to say. R a n a m a 1 1 a was jealous of R a t i p a 1 a’s influence, 
and did not at all like that he should have been chosen for this 
service. 

’A 1 ii u’d-d i n received R a t i p a 1 a with extraordinary marks 
of honour. Upon his entering the darbar tent, the Muhammadan 
chief rose from his seat, and, embracing him, made him sit on 
his own {/dtli, while he himself sat by his side. He caused valuable 
presents to be placed before R a t i p a 1 a, and also made pro- 
mises of further rewards. R a t i p a 1 a was delighted with such 
kind treatment. The wily Muhammadan, observing it, ordered 
the rest of the company to leave them alone. When they had 
all left, he began to address Ratipala. “I am,” said he, 
“ ’A 1 a u’d-d i n, the king of the Muhammadans, and I have up 
to this time stormed and carried hundreds of fortresses. But it is 
impossible for me to carry R a n a t h a ih b li 6 r by force of arms. 
My object in investing this fort is simply to get the fame of its 
capture, I hope now (as you have condescended to see me) I 
shall gain my object, and I may trust you for a little help in the 
fulfilment of my desire. I do not wish for any more kingdoms 
and forts for myself. When I take this fort, what better can I 
do than bestow it on a friend like you ? My only happiness will 
be the fame of its capture.” With blandishments such as these, 
Ratipala was won over, and he gave ’A 1 a u’d-d i n to under- 
stand so. Thereupon ’Alau’d-din, to make his game doubly sure, 
took Ratipala into his harem, and there left him to cat and 
drink in private with his youngest sister.^® This done, R a t i p a 1 a 
left the Muhammadan camp and came back into the f6rt. 


At first sifflit this statement might seem to be a fancy of the author 
intended to blacken (ne character of the victor. But wc read that such things 
^-ere quite possible in the tribe to which the conqueror belonged. A slipper at 
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11 a t i p H 1 a was thus gained over by ’A 1 a uVfd 1 n. Thcrcrons 
wben lie saw the king, he did not give him a true account of what 
he had seen in the Muhammadan camp, and of what ’Alau’d-din 
had said to him. Instead of representing’ A 1 fi u’d-d i ii’s poAver 
as fairly broken by the repeated and vigorous attacks of the 
llajputs, and he himself as willing to retire upon a nominal 
surrender of the fort, he represented him as not only bent upon 
exacting the most humiliating marks of submission on the part of 
the king, but as having it in his power to make good his threats. 
’A 1 a u’d-d i n confessed, said R a t i p a 1 a, that the llajputs had 
succeeded in killing some of his soldiers ; but that mattered little, 
for no one could look upon the centipede as lame for the loss of a 
foot or two. Under these circumstances he advised H a m m i r a 
to call upon R a n a m a 1 la in person that night, and persuade him 
to do his best in repelling the assailants ; for Ra n a m a 1 1 a, said 
the traitor 11 a t i p a 1 a, was an uncommon warrior, but that ho did 
not, it appeared, use his utmost endeavours in chastising the enemy 
as he was offended with the king for something or other. The 
king’s visit, alleged R a t i p a 1 a, would make matters all right 
again. 

^Aftcr this interview with the king, Rati pa la hastened to see 
R a n a m a 1 1 a, and there, as if to oblige and save from utter 
destruction an old comrade and associate, informed him that, for 
some unknown reason, the king’s mind was greatly prejudiced 
against him, and he advised him to go over to the enemy on the 
first alarm ; for he said H a ra m i r a had resolved to make him a 
prisoner that very night. He also told him the hour at which lie 
might expect to be visited by the king for this purpose. Having 
*done this, R a t i p a I a quietly waited to see the issue of the 
mischief he had so industriously sown.

V 1 r a m a, the brother of H a m m i r a, was witli liim when 
11 a tip ala paid him the visit, and he expressed his belief to his 
brother that Ratipala had not spoken the truth, but had been 
seduced from his allegiance by the enemy. He said he could smell 
liquor when Ratipala was speaking, and a drunken man was 
not to be believed. Pride of birth, generosity, discernment, shame, 
loyalty, love of truth and cleanliness, were qualities, said V i r a ma, 
tliat were not to be expected to be the possessions of those tliat 
drink. In order to stop the further progress of sedition among 
his people, he advised his brother to put Ratipala to death. 
But the king objected to this proposal, saying that his fort was 
strong enough to resist the enemy under any circumstances ; and 
if by any unforeseen accident, it should fall into the hands of tlie 
enemy after he had killed Ratipala, people would moralize on 
the event, and attribute their fall to their wickedness in putting 
to death an innocent man. 

In the meantime, Ratipala caused a rumour to he spread in 
the king s Ranawas that ’Aluu’d-din only asked for the hand of the 
king’s daughter, and that he was ready to conclude a peace if his 
desires in this respect were granted, as ho wanted nothing else. 
Hereupon the king’s wives induced his daughter to go to her father 
and express her willingness to bestow her hand on ’Alau’d-diii. 
The girl went where her father was sitting, and implored him to 

give her to the Muhammadan, to save himself and his kiugdom. 

She said she was as a piece of worthless glass, whilst her fatlicr’s 
life and kingdom were like the c/mi/amam, orthe wish-granting 
philosopher s stone ; and she solicited him to cast her away to 
retain them. 

The king s feeling's quite overcame him as the innocent girl, 
with clasped htinds, thus spoke to him. He told her she was 
a mere child, and was not to be blamed for what she had been 
taught to speak. But he knew not what punishment they de- 
served who had the imprudence to put such ideas into her innocent 
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lieacl. It did not, said he, become a Rujpnt to mntiiate females ; 
else he should have cut out the tongues of those that uttered 
such blasphemy in his fair daughter’s ears. “Child,” said 
Hammira, “ you are yet too young to understand these matters, and 
there is not much use in my explaining them to ^'^ou. But to 
give you away to the unclean Muhammadan, to enjoy life, is 
to me as loathsome as prolonging existence by living on my own 
flesh. Such a connection would bring disgrace on the fair name 
of our house, would destroy all hopes of salvation, and embitter 
our last days in this world. I will rather die ten thousand deaths 
than live a life of such infamy.” Ho ceased, and ordered his 
daughter, kindly but firmly, to her chamber. 

The unsuspecting king then prepared to go, in the dusk of the 
evening, to R a n a m a 1 1 a’ s quarters, in order to remove his 
doubts, as advised by R a t i p u 1 a. The king was but slightly 
attended. When, however, he approached Ranamalla’s 
quarters, the latter remembered what Rati p a 1 a had said to him, 
and, thinking his imprisonment was inevitable if he stopped there 
any longer, precipitately left the fort with his party and went over 
to ’Alau’d-din. Seeing this, R a t i p a 1 a also did the same. 

^Dho king, thus deceived and bewildered, came back to the 
palace, and sending for the Kothari (the ofliccr in charge of the 
royal granaries) inquired of him as to the state of the stores, and 
how long they would hold out. The Kothari, fearing the loss 
of his influence, if he were to tell the truth to the king at that 
time, falsely answered that the stores would suflice to hold out 
for a considerable time. But scarcely had this officer turned his 
back when it became generally known that there was no more 
:orn in the state granaries. Upon the news reaching the king’s 
ears, he ordered V i r a m a to put the false Kothari to death, and 
to throw all the wealth he possessed into the lake of P a d m a 
Saga r. 

Harassed with the numerous trials of that day, the king in 
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ntfcev cxhanRtion*tlirew Iiiraself on liis bod. But ]iis eyes were 
strangers to sleep tliat dreadful niglit. It was too mucb for liim 
to bear the sight of those whom he had treated with more than 
a brother’s affection, one by one, abjure themselves and leave 
him alone to his fate. When the morning came, ho performed 
his devotions, and came and sat in the darbar hall, sadly musing 
on the critical situation. He thought that, as his own Rajputs 
had left him, no faith could be placed in M a h i m a s A h i, at once 
a Muhammadan and an alien. While in this mood, he sent for 
M a h i m a s a h i, and said to him that, as a true Rajput, it was his 
duty to die in the defence of his kingdom ; but ho was of opinion 
it was improper that people who were not of his race should 
also lose their lives for him in this struggle, and tlierefore now 
it was his wish that a h i m a s a h i should name to him 
some place of safety where he could retire with his family, and 
thither ho would see him escorted safely. 

Struck by the king’s generosity, M a h i m a s a h i, without giving 
any reply, went back to his house, and there put to the 
sword all the inmates of his zanana, and returning to II a m m i r a 
said that his wife and children were ready to start off, but that 
the former insisted on once more looking upon the face of tlie 
king, to whose favour and kindness the family had owed so long 
their protection and happiness. The king acceded to this request, 
and, accompanied by his brother V i r a m a, went to M a h i m a- 
s ahi’ s house. But what was his sorrow and surprise when he 
saw the slaughter in the house ! The king embraced M a h i m a- 
s A h i and began to weep like a child. He blamed himself for 
having asked him to go away, and knew not how to repay such 
extraordinary devotion. Slowly, therefore, he came back to the' 
palace, and, giving up everything for lost, told his people that they 
were free to act as they should think proper. As for himself, he 
was prepared to (f.io -charging the enemy. In preparation for 
this, tlic females of his family, headed l)y R a ii ga 1) e v i, perished 



oil tlic funeral pile, Wlicii tlie king’s daugliter jJl'opaval to ascend 
tlic pile, licr father was overcome with grief.- lie embraced her 
land refused to separate. She, however, extricated herself from 
the paternal embrace, and passed through the fiery ordeal. When 
there remained nothing but a heap of ashes, the solo remains 
of the fair and faithful Chohanis, Hammira performed the 
funeral ccremonic,s for the dead, and cooled their manes with 
a last ovation of the tiUnjuli He then, 'with the remains of 
his faithful army, sallied out of the fort and felt upon the enemy. 
A deadly hand-to-hand struggle ensued. V I r a m a fell first in the 
thickest of the battle ; then M a h i m a s a h i was shot through the 
heart. Jaja, Gaiigadhar Tak, and Kshetrasingh 
Pararaara followed them. Lastly fell the mighty Ham- 
m Ira, pierced with a hundred shafts. Disdaining to fall with 
anything like life into the enemy’s hands, he severed, with ono 
last effort, his head from his body with his own hands, and 
so terminated his existence. Thus fell H a ni m 1 r a, the last of the 
Chohans! This sad event happened in the 18th year of his 
reign, in the month of Sravana.®®
